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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-27 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons for 
allowance. The present application relates to an ophthalmic data measuring apparatus for 
measuring apparatus. Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose that the calculation 
section comprises the first, second and third means as claimed. Regarding claims 25 and 26, the 
prior art fails to disclose the first, second and third step as claimed. Regarding claim 27, the 
prior art fails to disclose a calculation section for receiving pupil data including a pupil image of 
the eye to be examined in a measurement environment, calculating a pupil diameter under the 
measurement environment based on the received pupil data, and obtaining an optical 
characteristic of the eye to be examined based on the calculated pupil diameter and an output 
signal from the first light receiving part. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in 
condition for allowance as being novel and non-obvious over prior art. 

2. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper.
